EVERYTHING IS DULL IN THE 
FATHERLAND. 


The Bismarckian Feud and a Pros- 
pective Patriotic Celebration by 
the Students Alone Give a Lively 
‘Tinge to the Tide of Affairs. _ 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
BERLIN, July 13.—(By Atlantic Cable, As- 


‘sociated Press Copyright, 1895.) Political af- 
fairs will be in a comatose state for the next 


‘Prussian Diet have adjourned, after an almost 
barren session. Meanwhile the Emperor. 1s 
having a good time in Sweden, where King 
Oscar and his family took great pains to sig- 


_] Malize their friendship for the German Em- }- 


peror. 

The relations between Bismarck and the Em- 
peror continue to be strained. As further 
proof of this‘ fact, it deserves mention that 
Count Rantzau, Prince Bismarck’s son- 
in-law, has resigned his mission as German 
Minister to the Hague, and has left the state 
service entirely in order to devote himself to 
Prince Bismarck at Friedrichsruhe, at the lat- 
ter’s réquest. 

The plan for .erecting a gigantic Bismarck 
monument at Blankenseve, near Hamburg, on 
| the steep shore overlooking the Elbe, is taking 
shape. The mohument will be thirty metres 
high.. The committee having the work in hand 
is.made up of about une hundred of the leading 
men ‘threughout ‘Germany, and the sum of 
1,500,000 marks needed to complete it will be 
raised by pepular subscription. The site has 
been given by the owner, a wealthy merchant 
of Hamburg. 

Next Friday the Berlin students will cele- 


| brate thé twenty-fifth anniversary of the dec- 


laration of war by France against Prussia with 
a patriotic celebration. Delegates from aca- 
demic societies of the other universities will 
participate on August 18.

NEW YORK, July 13.—The first cy- 
clone in many years etruck New York 
this afterndon and resulted fatally in 
one instahce, besides wrecking a large 
amount of valuable property. 

The cyclone Gescended upon ithe up- 
per part of Bast New York, known as 
Cypress Hill, at’ 4:30 o’clock, continued 
on its way to,the lower plains in the,isl- 
and and from ithere traveled to Wood 
Haven. The cloud was first seen going 
over Cypress Hill. It was funnel-shaped | 


and huhg very low to ithe ground. At] 


the upper end was a red spot that ap- 


peared more like an incandescent light | 
than anything else, The cyclone swept | — 


over the city cemetery, wrecking hand- 
some and' costly monuments. It tore 
down trees for about two hundred feet | 
and then turned into Jamaica avenue at 
Crescent street; went up Jamaica avenue 
for about a half mile. Trees were torn 
down and telephone ‘and ttrolley wires 
demolished. Right in the middle of the 
wreckage six cars belonging to the 
Brooklyn and Suburban Railroad .were 
caught and were struck when in front 
of the Stewart Home.

The cable and trolley cars were 
blocked for hours. Several of the big 
thoroughfares. were made impassable 
for traffic owing to the network of 
fallen wires and other obstructions that 
had been made by the wind and hail. 
The florists on the west side of the 
city and in the annexed ‘district were 
the greatest sufferers, losing nearly all 
of their growing plants and their :con- 
servatories being badly wrecked. 


DEADLY FURY IN NEW JERSEY. 


HACKENBACK (N. J.,) July 13.—A 
terrific storm swept over this section 


this afternoon, doing great damage. At 


Cherry Hill, a small village a few miles 
from here, it developed cyclonic fury, 
attended by the demolition’ of the vil- 
lage and a number of deaths. Cherry 
Hill received the full sweep of the wind, 
and, within a minute after the storm 
broke, twenty-seven houses were 
wrecked. The cyclone,made a clean 
path through the center of the place, 
carrying everything before it. Houses 
were unroofed and thrown down, trees 
uprooted and crops in the fields were 
leveled. to the ground. At the present 
time it is known that five persons were 
killed and the injured are numbered by 
the score, many, it is believed, fatally. 
The killed are: ‘ 

CONRAD FRIEDERMAN, a hotel- 
keeper, 

Three unknown laborers.

The storm came from the north. The 
atmosphere was warm for a time and 
then cold, and then, after_a second rush 
of warmth, came the cyclone, carrying 
death and destruction in its course. 
The storm center was about three hun- 
dred feet in width, and the strip over 


which it-passed is a mass of-ruins,._Not 


a building in its path was spared. 
Great amounts of wreckage were car- 
ried through the air by the gale, adding 
to the destruction. 
depot standing between the 
tracks of the New York and New Jer- 
sey railroads was demolished. The 
wind first took the roof and landed 
it a hundred feet away. Then the wall 
fel, The station agent was badly in- 
jured. Opposite the depot was the hotel 
of the village, kept by Conrad Frieder- 
man. In it at the time, besides the 
proprietor, were his wife and_ three 
children. Just as the storm broke he 
hurried them into the street, fearing 
the building was unsafe. Then he re- 
turned to secure some money, and had 
reached the door when the whirlwind 
struck him. He was caught and hurled 
twenty feet to the ground, the building 
falling over and crushing him to death. 
One of his children was injured by the 
falling timbers. The infant of the 
Ahrens family was lying in a crib when 
the crash came. The house was un- 
roofed anda flying stick struck. the 
child in the head, tearing off one of 
thé ears as clean as though severed by 
@ surgeon’s knife, causing déath. When 
the husband, who is a New York busi- 
ness man, returned, he found his. wife 
sitting amid the ruins, with the body of 
her dead child in her arms, | 
Two of the Polish laborerg who were 
killed took shelter in a barn, which 
was carried away by the storm.. Half 
an hour later the mangled bodies were 
dragged from the ruins. The third 
Pole killed met his fate in a stmilar 
manner. Hardly a person who lived-in 
the track of the storm escaped injury. 
All were cut or bruised, many ‘it is 
thought, fatally. The latest reports in- 
dicate that Willie Friederman, whose 
father was killed, will also die, | - 
Alexander -Jones, the village black-

DESTRUCTION ON LONG ISLAND. 


WOOD. HAVEN (L. I.,) July 13.— 
Wood Haven* and Union Course suf- 
fered almost as much as did Cher 
Hill, N. J., from the storm. Houses 


were unroofed and blown down. Only 


one fatality so far has been reported, 
and sixteen are injured. The storm at 
these points was like that of Cherry 
Hill, a: whirlwind. Four houses were 
turned completely over. Harry Smith’s 
hotel at Union Course Station was 
badly wrecked. Union: Course school- 
house, a brick building, was blown down 
Mrs. Jennie Petriquan, who lived at 
Union Course with her husband and 
mother, left her house just as the-cy- 
clone swept along.

NEW YORK, July 13.—The World’s London 
cable says that there were itwenty-two con- 
tested elections in England today, and. the 
returns at midnight show that the Unionists 
have gained eight seats, in proportion more 
than one-third.

The 
most astonishing fact is the defeat of Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt in Derby, regarded 
heretofore as the -very heart of: Liberal 
England. There can be no doubt 'that it is due 
to Harcourt’s veto bill.

Much chagrin was caused at South- 
ampton by the report that the United 
States cruiser Columbia was seriously 
strained when she was placed in dry 
dock for the purpose of cleaning and 
painting--her. The vague statements 
made make the idea that the affair 
was greatly due to negligence of the 
management of the dock, and this 
impression has not been dispelled. The 
following is the statement made by a | 
competent person who was present 
during the operation: 

sone Columbia was docked at South- 

empton on Monday last in the London 
and Southwestern’Company’s dock by 
the company, previous to her speed- 
trial across the Atlantic. Capt. George 
W. Sumner, the commander of the Co- 
lumbia, had previously furnished the 
company with docking plans for the 
vessel. When the water was pumped 
out it was discovered that no bilge- 
blocks had been fitted and the -keel, 
from the ram until near the stoke-hole 
bulkhead, a distance’of about one hun- 
dred feet, was entirely unsupported. 
The _ whole weight of the ship’ was 
thrown upon ‘ the ‘rest of the keel. 
Capt. Sumner’ instantly required. the 
contractors to ‘blodk up under the 
bilges and forward part of the ship's 
keel, and had ‘an jinspection. made of 
the. cruiser’s inside by. the ‘officers. 
This -inspection showed ‘that there had 
been: a slight’ indentation: of the keel 
under. the boiler compartment with a 
bueketing of the frames and a paso 
ing. of the cement. No other injury 
‘was discovered, so.the work of scrub- 
bing and cleaning the ship’s bottom 
was proceeded ‘with. 

Capt. Sumner, however, was not satis- 
fied and made a rigid inspection of the 
cruiser on the following afternoon. It 
was then discovered that bucketing of 
the outer bottom and strips and frames 
under the boiler compartments was in- 
creasing. The stanchions between the 
double bottom and the protected deck 
had begun to bulge and the cruiser’s 
commander decided to’have her floated 
immediately. Consequently the work 
was stopped and was not finished when 
the Columbia left the dock at the next 
high tide. The stanehions were partly 
straightened again after the cruiser 
was once more borne up by the water, 
and the many boilers and steam-pipes 
have been since tested with-the result 
that no further injuries have yet been 
found,

The in- 
vitation to partake of a smoke at Christ 
Church Chapel in the East End last Sunday 
was responded to by more than two thousand 
men, who are the poorest of the poor.

It was done very econ- 
omically. The supply was contained in a bag 
and each recipient received enough to fill two 
pipes. 

_-By the time all were served and plentiful 
wreaths of smoke were curling roofward, sev- 
eral ladies, who were there to assist in the 


services, took seats on the platform, and the 


religious part of the proceedings began. 
First, there was a prayerful exhortation, and 
though, apparently it was attentively listened 
to, it was curlous to see pipebowls and to- 
bacco smoke half screened by one hand, 
while the eyes were reverently covered with 
the other. Then there was a hymn, in which 
the female portion of the congregation joined, 
but not many of the men, it being dificult to 
smoke and sing at the sam¢’time. 

They ‘were as quiet and orderly as could be 
desired. After that came what they evidently 
enjoyed more than all else, a hymn sung with 
much. sweetness by a lady. Probably they 
would not have ventured to applaud it, but as 
the chairman, who still puffed his briar, 
clapped his hands, they all followed with vig- 
or, and their faces testified how much they 
were in earnest. A chapter was read from 
the Bible, and the chairman took up the 
theme. It was the miracle of the six barley 
loaves and the two fishes. 
simple discourse that lasted half an hour. 

By that time the limited allowance of to. 
bacco had been smoked out, and, after the 
crowning hospitality of a cup of tea, with 
pieces of bread and marmalade for all, the 
proceedings came to an end. The Sunday 
afternoon sacred smoking concert is likely to 
become a permanent institution. in White- 
chapel,

Improvements ‘Made Under Govern- 
ment Directors Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—The annual 
report of the Chief of Engineers on 
river and: harbor improvement in Cali- 
fornia, Lieut.-Col. W. H. Renyaurd,. 
says of the work at San Diego Harbor, 
that the trestle was advanced under the 
new contract during the last fiscal year 


-882- feet. The jetty wall was further 


completed to high water for a length of 
224 feet and the foundation course was 
laid for 248 feet additional. During the 
coming season work will be prosecuted 
to the extent of available funds. The 
jetty will be built up to high water for 
several hundred feet. A spur about 


nel side. 

No effects of the jetty extensior have 
yet been noticed upon the. bar-depth 
and none are expected until the work 
shall have been extended a ‘considera- 
ble distance seaward. Some local scour 
took place beyond the end of the jetty.

‘occur, calling for increased qnantities 
of material for construction, thereby 
necessarily increasing the cost of con- 
struction beyond the estimates.

CHARLES N. HASSON. 


Death of a Prominent Mining Man 
“Yesterday. 
Charles N. Hasson, well-known min- 


ing man of this city, died yesterday aft- 
‘ernoon at his residence on South Spring 
street. He had been in poor health for 
some ‘months past, and confined to his 
bed the most of the time since April. 
Four years ago while in San Francisco 

he had a severe attack of la grippe, 
which Jeft him in bad shape, and. from 
which he seems never to have fully re- 
covered. Every now and then since 
that time there were returns of the old 
symptoms, when‘ he would fly to the 
‘desert, where most of his mining in- 
terests are, and by camping out and 
“roughing it’ for a while get rid of 
the threatened ‘iliness. This. time, 
either through physical weakness or 4 
feeling that the usual trip would not 
avail, he stayed at home and took to 
-his bed. Everything possible was done 
‘to prolong his life and-restore him to 
health, but se in full possession-of 
his Senses) and: always cheerful, he 
igraduahty srew weaker, and finally; 
‘Surrounded by his family, passed peace- 


Mr. Hasson came to this Coast from 
Lewistown; Hl., in 1859, at the age of 19, 
years, and has been a resident of Los.

Drew,.now of San ‘Bernardino, who had 
bought the McFarland interest, until 
they had cleaned up something over 
$200,000, when they sold it to New York 
parties for $450,000 cash, the three of 
them retaining a one-third interest in 
it, and this interest, it is said, for nearly 
two years paid them at the rate of $80,- 
000 a month in dividends. Then came, 
a fire which destroyed the buildings and’ 


000 and stopped the work, and, pend- 
ing the uncertainty as to when work 
would be resumed, Mr. Hasson sold out, 
and the mine has been idle ever since. 

Mr. Hasson comes of an old and 
highly-respected Illinois family,’ noted 
for their kindness of heart and abso- 
lute integrity of character.

Kansas Chinch Bugs—Miracle of 
the Red Sea—Good Remedy for 


A patent has been taken out for a 
singular, but ingenious process for mak- 
ing glass veneers. The invention re- 
lates primarily to the production of or- 
namental glass, which may be either 
semi-transparent or opaque, and. is 
made to represent highly-polished wood 
of any description. When used for ve- 
neering, it is particularly adapted for 


of the glass having the appearance of 


‘the house it shows semi-transparent. 
The process by which this. material -is 
produced is to cloud.a: sheet of. ground 


dye of the proper color to represent any 
desired wood. The dye is applied by 
means of a sponge, wifich is so manipu- 
lated as to bring out the semblance of 
the grain of the wood upon the surface 
of the glass. A b-dger brush is used to 
soften the shading. The glass is then 
cavered with photographers’ . varnish. 
This leaves the grain clear and fast 
without the necessity of using any 
gelatinous substance, which would ren- 
der it liable to crack and spoil the 
effect. To complete the operation the 
glass is slightly heated and the various 
shades required for the particular wood 
to be imitated are caused to flow over 
it by means of a syringe. The merging 
of the shadings into each other is pre- 
‘vented by the heating of the glass. The 
whole is made semi-transparent by the 
application of another .coat of pho- 
tographers’ varnish, which : preserves

‘CATCHING KANSAS CHINCH BUGS 


A Kansas agricultural correspondent 
says that he has just saved sixty-five 
acres of splendid corn from the ravages. 
| of the chinch bug by a very simple and 
inexpensive expedient. On the east of 
his cornfield, and separated from it by a 
sixteen-foot lane, was a wheat field of 
Two or three days be- 
fore cutting he mixed, salt and coal oil 
in a vessel, putting from one-half to one 
pint cf coal oil to one-half bushel of galt. 
He then made a line with this salt the 
whole width of the cornfield (ninety 
rods,) through the center of the sixteen- 
The line of salt was about 
three inches wide at the base. He then: 
bored holes with a post augur about. 

rods apart, to a depth of about 
eight inches or a foot. The top of each 
hole was rimmed with a knife, leaving 
‘the mouth of ihe hole funnel-shaped 
and smooth. As soon as the wheat was 
cut about a quart of water was poured 
into each hole, and topped with a small 
The holes were on 
the side next to the wheatfiéld and close 
As soon as the bugs 
meet the salt line they follow it each 
way until they come to the holes’ into 
which they tumble by the thousand. As 
the successful experimenter with this

crawl in the hole, but as soon as they 
strike. the smooth surface at the top 
they Jet loose their first hold and roll 
over, and as there is a constant pressure 
from the enormous line toward the hole, 
they look like wheat going into a hop- 
per as they are poured over the brink.”

A FIRE CURTAIN OF WATER FOR™ 


An effective device for the protection 
of buildings from fires in adjacent 
structures has been successfully tested 
in Boston.

STATELINESS IN WOMEN. 


Always Causes 
Irritation in Men and Women. 


Stateliness in women proceeds from 
sources somewhat different from state- 
liness in men. It is much more inde- 
pendent, to begin with, of outward gifts. 
Not to mention our own Queen, who, as 
people who are not courtiers affirm, can 
be stately to awfulness, and Queen Isa- 
bella of Spain, who, in spite of her his- 
tory and her bulk, is regal. to an un- 
usual degree, it is certain that the state- 
liness of Maria Theresa impressed all 
who came in contact with her, and cer- 
tain also that no man as homely and 
unreserved as she was, in speech and 
in bearing, would have been credited 
with stateliness, says the Spectator. 

, It seems to.be more allied in women 
than in men with independence of mind, 
or a sense that the will is its own justi- 
fication, an absence, that is, of fear of 
external influence, The personality suf- 
fices to itself, and therefore there is 
stateliness.

It is decorated 
with the three feathers, the motto, “Ich 
dien’’ and various naval designs. 

Another plate of the same ware a 
copy of Queen Victoria's service in, 
at Buckingham’ palace. desigit. is 
very elaborate; in the centeg.is 
monogram: “V. R.,” 
crown, all encircled by a r 
roses. he rose, shamrock and 
appear in medallions upon the..bs 
which is the color of turquoiseé—alto- 
gether very charming and very elabo- 
rate. Affother plate of Vienna porce- 
lain is also a copy of a set belonging to 
royalty—the one the Emperor Joseph 
gave to his son Rudolph on his marriage 
to Stephanie of Belgium. 

MRS. PELL’S TREASURES. 

One Sevres plate belonging. to Mrs. 4 
Pell is part of a set ordered by Napo- 
leon I. as a present for Murat and one 
of her Russian plates was made in the 
reign of Catherine the Great, who, 
among other enterprises, founded the 
imperial factory in Russia. 

Mrs. Robert Remsen is another 
woman whose soul goes out to porce- 
lain. Several of her Sevres pieces are - 
of the Louis Philippe period—not so. 
pretty, perhaps, to the casual. observer, 
although treasurerd by collectors. She 
has a Sevres cream pitcher made for 
the first Napoleon with the “N” and | 
crown, which marks all the porcelain 
made for that high and mighty person- 
age. The bright particular star of her _ 
collection is a Botcher cup. and saucer 
of an early Dresden pattern. 

Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge has some @deli- 
cious bits of Spode, that rare and pre-- 
cious ware for which the china collec. | 
tor is almost willing to sell his birth- 
right. The set is a tete-a-tete, a dear 
little teapot, sucrier, pitcher, cup and ® 
saucer and plate of white ware, each 
one decorated with a broad band of 
gold about athe edge, and a‘design of 
wreaths of roses. Mrs. Dodge also has 
some old English ware; two very valua- 
ble Venetian cups and saucers; several 
pieces of Sevres—one plate being a fac 
simile of the famots chateau plates, 
as they are called—‘Chateau de poux, 
Jura, 1841”—which formerly belonged 
at Fontainebleau. In her collection 
Mrs, Dodge also numbers several -Rus- 
sian cups and saucers of exquisite work, 
some plates of the same ware,- painted 
Ww snow scenes, and a terrapin dish. 
One of her plates of Russian ware, with 
the Russian D, is of exquisite work and 
very rare.
